REMARKS 


In accordance with the foregoing, claim 2 has been cancelled, claims 1 and 3 have been 
amended and new claims 8 and 9 have been added. Claims 1 and 3-9 are pending and under 
consideration. 

In item 3 of the Office Action, the Examiner indicates that dependent claim 2 contains 
allowable subject matter. Limitations from dependent claim 2 have been incorporated into claim 
1 . Claim 2 has been cancelled, and the dependency of claim 3 has been corrected. 

The Examiner also indicates that dependent claim 5 contains allowable subject matter. 
Limitations from dependent claim 5 have been used for new independent claim 8. Claim 8 also 
contains limitations from the claims on which claim 5 depends, claims 1 and 4. New dependent 
claim 9 contains limitations corresponding to original dependent claim 7. 

At least in view of the claim changes and the Examiner's Statement of Allowability, it is 
submitted that the application is in condition for allowance. An early action to that effect is 
courteously solicited.
